Even on its own merits, leaving wholly 
aside the food and price problems, pro- 
hibition is making rapid advances.

War Department Orders Gov- 
ernors of States to Prosecute 
Them Vigorously. 


LENIENCY AT AN END 


17 of Those Enrolled to Be 
| Published as Aid to Catch- 
| ing Slackers. 


| ASHINGTON, dune 12.—Arrest and 
possibly a year's imprisonment today 
threatens men of registration age who 
have failed to enroll for army conscrip- 
tion. Governors have orders fom the 
War Department to cease extending 
leniency to those who did not register 


on the single legal registration day last 
Tuesday, and to prorecute violators vig- 
orously. The eariy publication of lists 
of registered men is expected to aid in 
detection of slackers. 
Gen. Crowder’s Message. 

. Gen. Crowder’s message to Governors 
said: 

Quotas are to be assigned to the sev- 
eral states in proportion to the popula- 
tion as determined by the Bureau of the 
Census, and not in proportion to the reg- 
istration. The result is that every per- 
son who has failed to register is seri- 
ously increasing the burden of those who 
have registered. 

It is requested that every effort be 
now made to detect and arrest persons 
subject to registration who have not reg- 
rest istered,. and to bring each promptly to 
the attention of the nearest representa- 
tive of the Department of Justice. Care 
should be taken that the lists prescribed 
in paragraph 39 (men registered) dre 
promptly posted and all registrants 
should be asked to assist in bringing 
non-registrants to the attention of the 
police. 

In case of doubt as to the age of per- 
sons who have not registered the tabu- 
lated records of political organizations 
and other local records should be con- 
sulted and data may be obtained from 
the Bureau of the Census.“ 

Provost Marshal Gen. Crowder still 
awaits registration reports from 15 
states so that the nation ye tors! tan be 
figured, each State’s conscription quota 
determined, and rulea announced for the 
second step in the process—the summon- 
ing before local exemption boards of a 
proportion of the men registered. 

These states had not reported up to 
last midnight: Arizona, Idaho, Indiana, 
Kentucky, Massachusetts, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Missouri, Montana, Nevada, 
New Mexico, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
South Dakota and Wyoming. 

The 83 states which had sent in com 
plete returns last night showed a total 
registration of 6,358,388, compared to cen- 
sus allotments totaling 7.063, 482. 

In the 83 states reporting the white 
registrations were 4,817,980, colored 830,- 
686, aliens 482,439 and alien enemies 53,- 
904 The possible exemptions indicated 
were 3,439,527. 7 

A request that labor representatives be 
appointed to all exemption boards un- 
der the selective draft law has been 
presented to the Provost Marshal-Gen- 
eral’s office by Samuel Gompers. 

“Tt can readily be seen,“ said Gomp- 
ers, in a statement, that if there is not 
aman on each of these boards who bas 
personal knowledge of workers’ prob- 


industry, there will be an infinite op- 
portunity for injustice to be done worl- 
ers. 

“Firms in several localities have asked 
for soldiers to prevent workers trying, 
through legitimate methods, to obtain 
higher wages in order that their stand- 
ards may not be lowered through the 
constantly increasing cost of living. W« 
know then that the unprincipled, heart- 
less employers will not hesitate to make 
use of conscription to rid themselves of 
workmen who make troublesome de- 
mands for higher wages. The con®rip- 
tions might easily be made to give such 
employers a free hand to force unendur 
able conditions of work and pay.“ 


Gov. Gardner Receives Order for Ar. 
rest of Slackers. 


order for the arrest of slackers was re- 
ceived by Gov. Gardner yesterday and 
it is expected that he will instruct the 
police and constabulary in all Missour! 
cities and towns to see that it fe strictly 
enforced. 

It was believed at police headquarters 
today that thie would necessitate an- 
other house-to-house canvass like that 
which was made before draft registra- 
tion day June 5. This will be for the 
purpose of apprehending those who 
were listed in the first police canvass 
and who failed to register. 

The order to governors provides that 
the names of all who registered June 5 
be posted.“ This probably will be done 
by newspaper publication. 

The posting of the names of those 
who had registered was found by the 
British to be a valuable aid in forcing 
slackers to serve. The theory is that 
parents or friends of those who have 
registered will note the absence from 
the list of the names of others who 
failed to register and will report them.

LONDON TONIGHT 


Premier Lloyd George to Preside 
at Closing Entertainment for 
Americans in England. 


PART FOR MEN SPOILED 


Enlisted Soldiers Required to 
Spend Day at Hospital to Be 
Inoculated. 


LONDON, June 12.— The elaborate 
plans that had been made for the en- 
tertainment today of the enlisted men 
of Gen. Pershing’s party were canceled 


this morning because of a military or- 


der that all the men report at a local 
hospital for inoculations, which would 


occupy the entire day. The American 
women who had planned a garden party 
at Harrow for 200 guests promptly 
changed their plans by inviting the con- 
valescents of two large military hos- 
pitais to take the places of the Amer- 
ican soldiers. 

While Gen. Pershing and his staff 
were guests of the Earl of Derby, the 
Minister of War, at a luncheon this 
afternoon, Lord Denman escorted the 
other American officers through the 
House of Lords. 

The Government’s dinner to Gen. 
Pershing and his staff this evening, at 
which Premier Lloyd George will pre- 
side, completes the social program for 
the party in this country. 

Had Active Day Yesterday. 

Gen. Pershing put in a full day 
yesterday in a social way. Ac- 
companied by United States Ambas- 
sador Page, Gen. Pershing had luncheon 
with King George and Queen Mary at 
Buckingham Palace. He later went to 
the War Office and discussed plane for 
the co-operation of the American and 
British forces. In the afternoon Gen. 
Pershing visited the House of Commons 
and in the evening dined at the resi- 
dence of Ambassador Page. 

In the dinner party were David Lloyd 
George, the Prime Minister; Arthur J. 
Balfour, the Earl of Derby, War Seers- 
tary; Lord Robert Cecil, General Sir 
William Ri Robertson, chief — | 
perial general staff; Field Marshal Vis- 
count French, Admiral Sir John R. Jel- 
licoe, Gen. Jan Smuts, Vice Admiral 
William S. Sims, U. 8.

There was no speech-making at the 
dinner at Ambassador Page's Gros- 
venor Square residence. The guests 
numbered as many as the dining room 
could accommodate. After the dinner 
those of Gen. Perahing's staff, together 
with the secretaries of the American 
embassy, who had dined at the em- 
bassy, joined the party in Grosvenor 
Square for two hours of what Ambas- 
sador Page called “fraternizing.’’ Mr. 
Balfour was the center of an animated 
group througnout the evening, every- 
body desiring to talk to him about his 
American trip. Balfour and Gen. 
Pershing had a long talk together and 
later Gen. Smuts, the famous Boer 
leader; held the American general’s at- 
tention for nearly half an hour.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., June 12,—Paul 
O Day. Prosecuting Attorney of this 
county, has announced the issuance of 
the first warrant charging direct com- 
plicity in the death of Lioyd Keet, the 
kidnaped baby son of J. Holland Keet. 
It named Dick Carter, %-years-old 
Springfield man, who is alleged in the 
Warrant to have strangled little Lioyd 
by wrapping blankets around the body 
until the baby was smothered.

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CANADIAN DRAFT BILL FOR 
MEN 20 TO 45 INTRODUCED 


Premier Says 400,000 Have Volunteered, More 
Are Needed; Declares Dominion Troops at 
Ypres Barred Germans From Montreal. 


OTTAWA, Ont., June 12—A bill for 
dlans between the ages of 20 and 4 years 
was presented in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday by Sir Robert Borden. 

The Premier said that, on Jan. 1, 1916, 
he had authorized the enlistment of 500,- 
000 men for overseas service and the of- 
fer was taken as a pledge that the num- 
ber would be raised. Under the volun- 
tary system more than 0,000 men had 
been raised and their services brought 
cheer to the British and glory to Can- 
ada, he declared. 

Lately the number of men volunteer- 
ing had fallen off while the demand for 
men increased, Sir Edward explained. 
To date Canadians had suffered casual- 
ties to the number of 99,000. In April 
and May 11,70 men had been enlisted in 
Canada, while there had been 17,222 cas- 
ualties among Canadians at the front. 
There were under arms enough Cana- 
dians to supply reinforcements for some 
time to come—for military reasons 19 
could not say how long. 

Cana dian's Are Needed. 

But during the next seven months, 10 
keep four Canadian army divisions, he 
declared the enlistment of 70,000 men wa 
needed, he pointed out. There was 
greater number of suitable men in Can- 
ada. It had been decided that they 
should be brought to arms by compul- 
sion. 

All Canadians, under a law which had 
been on the statute books for 49 years, 
were liable for the defense of the coun- 
try and Hable to be sent abroad if the 
Government decided that, in defending 
the country, they should fight beyond 
its boundaries. Today the first line of 
Canadian defense was in the North Sea 
with the British fleet and in the trenches 
of France with the Canadian divisions. 
When the Canadians at Ypres barred 
the Germans from Calais on April 22, 
1916, they barred the way also to Lon- 
don, to Halifax and to Montreal. 

Day of Home-Coming. 

“¥ will not shrink,” he declared, 
‘from the determination to support 
and maintain tne Canadian troops at 
the front. They have seen their 
friends and comrades gasping in tor- 
ture from pwison gas. They have 
seen their frienus struck down; they 
have grimly held trenches under ene- 
my artilléry flre when we lacked 
guns and smmunition; they swept the 
height of Vimy Ridge; they went 
forth splendid in their youth. They 
will come back grim, determined men 
who not once or twice, but 50 times, 
have gone over the parapet to seek 
their rendezvous witn death.

The compulsory service bill, as ex- 
plained by the Prime Minister, does nut 
provide for a general enrollment of Ca- 
nadians of military age, but declares 
all Canadians between 20 and 4 years 
liable for service and divides them into 
10 classes, which may be called in rota- 
tion. Numbers one, two and three are 
‘unmarried from 20 to 23, from 24 to 28 
and from D to 34. Classes four, five and 
six have the same division of ges, but 
are married. Class seven is unmarried 
from 35 to 41, and class eight the same 
ages but married. Class nine is unmar- 
ried, 42 to 4, and class 10 is of the age 
of clase nine but married. 

For the purposes of the act a marriage 
after yesterday does not count The 
bill does not state the day it will be- 
come effective, but leaves to the Gov- 
ernment when it shall determine to ap- 
ply it.

10,000 MEN WANTED 
FOR ARMY BY JUNE 30 


War Department Calls for Vol- 
unteers—112,000 Men Have 
Enlisted Since April 1. 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—The War 
Department today called for 70,000 addi- 
tional recruits in order to fill the regu- 
lar army to war strength before June 
30. 


“The cavalry, engineers, coast artil- 
lery, signal corps and quartermaster 
corps of the regular army have already 
been brought to war strength,“ says an 
official statement. ‘Forty-five thou- 
sand recruits are needed at once to 
complete the new regiments of infantry 
and field artillery. Twenty-five thou- 
sand additional recruits are desired at 
the earliest practicable date to fill va 
cancies in order that the war strength 
of 300,000 men may be maintained. 

“Facilities are in readiness for plac- 
ing these 70,000 men under proper train. 
ing. Any delay in obtaining this num- 
ber will necessarily cause the loss of in- 
valuable time. 

“It is the earnest desire of the War 
Department that 70,000 single men be- 
tween the ages of 18 and # who have 
no dependents and who are not en- 
gaged in professions, business or trades 
vitally necessary to the prosecution of 
the war be enlisted in the regular army 
before the 30th of June, 1917. 

Total volunteers for the regular army 
reached 112,63 yesterday. New York 
was still in the lead, with 820; Penn- 
sylvania second with 272. Illinois will 
be the first of the three states with 
quotas in excess of 10,000 to provide its 
complement of men for the regulars. 
Since April 1 Illinois has supplied 11.— 
098 men.

ULIS S. WALSH 
TESTIFIES IN SUIT 


He Is One of Defendants in Ac- 
tion Brought by Brother’s 
Widow and Son. 


EXPLAINS BUSINESS DEAL 


Testifies He Got 90 Shares of 
Glass Stock in Controversy in 
Payment of Loan. 


Julius S. Walsh, chairman of the 
board of the Mississippi Valley Trust 
Co., testified in Circuit Judge Gar- 
esche’s court today in the third week 
of the trial accounting suit against 
him, the trust company, as admin- 
iatrator of the estate of his brother, 
Edward Walsh Jr., and Edward W. 
Humphrey's. 

Mrs. Julia Maffitt Walsh, widow of 
Edward Walsh, and her son, Edward 
J. Walsh, are the plaintiffs. The suit 
affected property valued at about 
$400,000 including stock in the Mis- 
sissippi Glass Co., now the Walsh 
Fire Clay Products Co., and dividends 
thereon. The plaintiffs allege that 
after the death in 1901 of Edward 
Walsh Jr.. who was president of the 
glass company, Julius S. Walsh, act- 
ine in conjunction with the trust 
company as administrator of his 
dead brother’s estate, took 90 shares 
of glass company stock owned by 
Edward Walsh Ir. Subsequently 
there was a reorganization of the 
corporation by which holders of stock 
received 25 shares in the new com- 
pany for one in the old. It is the 
stock Julius S. Walsh is alleged to 
have acquired in manner de- 
scribed which forms the basis of the 
suit. 

Julius 8. Walsh testified as to how he 
came into possession of the stock in 
question. Several years before the death 
of his brother, he said, the glass com- 
pany borrowed $6,000 from him, for 
which he eld notes guaranteed by his 
brother ani Edward W. Humphreys, au- 
other officer of the corporation. After 
a time, he testified, his brother and 
Humphreys, to be released from Hability 
on these notes, each-verbally agreed -> 
convey to him 90 shares of their glass 
company stock, giving him a one-third 
interest in the company. Edward Walsh, 
however, cJed before the stock actually 
was delivered, and the agreement ma ie 
before his death was carried out by the 
administrator, the witness said. He 
contends that Edward Walsh’s widow 
and his son were informed of the agree- 
ment beforé the stock was transferred. 
Counsel for the plaintiffs objected to 
the witness giving testimony in regard 
to the alleged verbal agreement, on the 
ground that one of the parties is dead. 
Judge Garesche sustained the objection, 
Nut dy arrangement the witness was 
permitted to answer questions in regard 
to it, the Court then sustaining motions 
by plaintiff's counsel to strike out the 
answer. 

The plaintiffs contend that Julius 
Walsh was reimbursed in bonds of the 
company on account of the notes he 
held, and that he got the stock without 
consideration. Edward J. Walsh testi 
fied that he learned of the details of the 
transaction from an audit he had mad 
of the company’s books in 1915.

COPENHAGEN, June 12.—Germany’s 
war press bureau continues to turn out 
long reports and discussions of the mili- 
tary operations in the Wytchete sector 
of Belgium to prove results was really 
a German success. It dilates upon the 
tremendous losses which it is sure the 
British must have had, notwithstand- 
ing Field Marshal Haig’s report to the 
contrary, and upon the swampy and in- 
defensible nature” of the country aban- 
doned, ignoring the fact that the Ger- 
man positions ran along the Wytschaete 
Messines ridge, the only high ground 
in the vicinity. 

Most of the ostensible military crit- 
ics follow the explanations given out 
by the Press Bureau, but Maj. Morant, 
who, notwithstanding his recent trans- 
fer from the Berliner Tageblatt to the 
Deutschen Tages Zeitung, continues to 
be the only Berlin milftary writer in- 
dulging in independent criticism, de- 
clares frankly that the British attained 
a tactical success, and though citing 
semiofficial assurances that the German 
front stands absolutely fast, says ic is 
necessary to wait and see what will be 
the further results of these struggles in 
Flanders. 

With the same unanimity with which 
critics turned the Wyschaete fight into 
a German success, Teutonic writers now 
are turning their attention to the ques- 
tion of Holland’s neutrality, picturing 
the possibility of a British attempt to 
violate this in order to turn the flank 
of the Germans, and inferentially the 
necessity of German counter measures.

gische Zeitung, end Lieutenant-General 


the Tageblatt, are among those follow- 
ing the lead of the military press au- 
thorities in this respect, which obvi- 
ously is intended as a threat and warn 
ing to the Netherlands. 

The question is coupled with an in- 
teresting discussion of the possitility 
that events will force another and de- 
cisive meeting of the British and Ger- 
man fleets. 

Maj. Moraht, in his article concern- 
ing the operation in Belgium, refers to 
Germany’s submarine campaign as yet 
having shown no effect on the muni- 
tions supplies to the armies in France 
and declares that, as far as the effect 
upon the home population in France and 
England it concerned, the reports in 
German newspapers about a ferment 
among the laboring classes can scarce- 
ly be relied upon—that the wish in many 
cases is father to the thought and that 
the respective allied Governments have 
the situation well in hand. Maj. Mo- 
raht also refers to the possibility of 
France undertaking an offensive in the 
Vosges Mountains and south of that 
region. 


PASSENGER TRAINS CAN GARRY 
EXPLOSIVES IN EMERGENCY 


Express Companies Will Have to Get 
an Order From a Military 
Headquarters. 
WASHINGTON, June 12.—The Inter 
state Commerce Commission’s order 
permitting the transportation of ex- 
plosives by express train or in express 
cars in passenger trains was amended 
today to restrict such shipments to 
emergency requirements of the army or 
navy. The amended order requires 
that a declaration be filed in writing 
with the express company from the 
senior officer at a military or naval 
headquarters declaring that an emerg- 
ency exists which requires the quick 
transportation of the explosives in 

question. 

Express agents are required to for- 

ward the declarations to the chief in- 
spector of the Bureau of Explosives in 
New York, whose duty it will be to co- 
operate with the War and Navy De- 
partments to prevent any abuse of this 
permission by an unnecessary resort to 
transportation of dangerous explosives 
by express.“ 
Cars containing explosives transported 
by express, the committee held, need 
not be placarded, but train and express 
employes must be advised of the pres- 
ence and location of such cars in the 
train.

FORT RILEY, Kan., June 12.—The 
entire 15 companies of officer stu- 
dents here will be changed around 
June 14.

Fifty of the men will go to 
Fort Monroe for the coast artillery. 
‘One company of engineers will be 
sent to Fort Leavenworth. The avi- 
ators wil be sent to Champaign, III.. 
and the thre batteries of field artil- 
lery will remain here for the time be- 
ing. 

Each company, except the engin- 
eers, is to furnish 12 men for one 
troop of cavalry, dismounted. Thirty- 
six men from each company, except 
the engineers, will de taken to form 
three batteries of field artillery. The 
students who desire to be aviators 
will have to pass a rigid examination, 
and the 30 for the coast artillery will 
be chosen upon recommendation of 
their commanding officer. 

While several attractive sites through- 
out Missouri and Kansas were proposed 
to the Government, it was decided to ac- 
cept Fort Riley because of the 2,000 
acre military reserve the Government al- 
ready owns there.

the city may select.” 

Atte nearly two years of investiga- 
tion by an aldermanic committee and 
study by the Board of Public Service, 
there is yet no decision as to what sort 
of plant St. Louis shall have. Much of 
this time was spent in the attempt to 
settle the question as to whether the 
Board of Aldermen or the Board of 
Public Service should determine the 
“policy” of the city. 

This difficulty was overcome, it was 
thought, when the Republican party in 
its platform committed the city to mu- 
nicipal ownership and operation of a 
plant. But it is now urged that there 
was no recommendation in the platform 
as there isn't—as to whether the city 
should build or merely acquire a plant. 

Alderman Hart says that the in- 
quiries of his committee have convinced 
him that the city should erect a new 
plant large enough for present and fu- 
ture requirements. The odorless opera- 
tion of a plant has been placed beyond 
question, Hart says, by the successful 
experience of Cleveland and many other 
cities. 

The cost of a plant for St. Louis, Hart 
says, would not exceed $700,000. A year 
ago the same size and type of plant 
could have been built for $500,000 or $600, - 
„000. Twelve months’ delay has cost at 
least $190,000. Cleveland's plant cost 
$385,000. 

President Kinsey of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service was asked by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter to tell what the board 
has decided to do about preparing the 
city against the expiration of the pres- 
ent contract for garbage reduction ff - 
teen months hence. 

“We are trying by close investiga- 
tion and a process of elimination to get 
the best solution possible, Kinsey said. 

Four Plans Considered. 

“The prime requisite is that the re- 
duction of our garbage shall be as 
nearly odorless as it can be made. With 
that in mind, we are considering sev- 
eral propositions. 

„There is first, the construction and 
operation of a reduction plant by the 
city. Second is the construction and 
operation af an incinerating plant by the 
city. The third proposition is the pur- 
chase and operation by the city of the 
Indiana Reduction Co.’s plant. The 
fourth suggestion, which came to us 
from the Board of Aldermen, is accept- 
ance of some concern’a proposal to build 
and operate & plant for a term of years 
and pay back an amount equal to the 
first cost of the plant. 

„Having determined, as it has, that 
the city will not operate a plant that is 
not odorless and free from nuisance, 
that leaves simply the financial consid- 
eration, including not only the first cost 
but also the probable earnings ani 
whatever savings may be made in the 
charge for co, lectlon and transportation 
as a result of the type adopted.“ 
President Kinsey was asked whether 
in his opinion there is time to erect a 
municipal plant if that should be the 
board’s decision. 

“There is time if all the preliminary 
steps, including the passage of legisia- 
tion, are taken promptly,” Kinsey said. 
Alderman Hart told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that Walter 8. Lyster, secre- 
tary of a Cleveland concern, has made a 
formal proposal to St. Louis to build an 
odorless plant either for municipal op- 
eration or to de conducted under con- 
tract. If the privilege is granted to Lis 
concern, Lyster agreed, Hart says, to 
build a large modern plant and operate 
it, under contract to pay back 0 per 
cent of the cost price each year und at 
the end of the term turn it over to the 
city as public property and without fur- 
ther payments. 

Hart says he investigated this propo- 
sition and found that a surety company 
was willing to underwrite a bond equal 
to the cost of the plant to guarantee 
the fulfillment of the contract between 
the city and Lyster’s concern.. 


Chance for Compromise. 


If St. Louis officials continue in the 
belief that the performance of what 
should be a purely municipal function 
the collection and dispogal of gar- 
bage-——-should be entrusted’ to private 
contractors, the plan of New York or 
Washington, D. C., would de a dis 
tinct advance over the policies and 
practices under which St. Louis has 
lost money and suffered inconven- 
iences for 80 years. 

If these officials prefer to compro- 
mise between the system of paying a 
private corporation a bonus for tak- 
ing advantage of municipal back- 
wardness—which is the present 
scheme— there is the opportunity of 
accepting some such proposition as 
that submitted by Walter 8. Lyster’s 
concern; that is, private ownership 
and operation for aterm of years with

Cleveland's 
plant is a success mechanically; it has 
demonstrated that odorless reduction is

PRISON ‘‘DISCLOSURES’’ PROMISED. 

As the result of an examination-of the prison 
1 during 1915-16, State Auditor Hackman 
announces that he is prepared to make at the 
proper time “startling disclosures” as to the con- 
duct of the institution. Probably the irregular 
dealings with lumber and cement contractors who 
were selected without competition and permitted 
to collect for deliveries never made on the specious 
plea of indemnifying them for the bankrupt 
treasury’s inability to pay them promptly are a 
part of the disclosures. How many transactions 
of this loose, unbusinesslike description have been 
discovered ?

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THE MISSOURI’S BAD HABIT. 
And now the Missouri River is cutting up again. 
It always does cut up—or rather in—along about 
thts time of the year, but somehow one hoped it 
might be more patriotic this time—what with the 
war and food shortages and all.

66 E must not be too much discouraged by the 
W = =" ship controversy,’’ Mr. Antwine 
„What I said about the situation 
in Russia aids the Germans even more, perhaps, 
than it is worrying us applies as well to the matter 
of wooden ships. If the Germans were doing as well 
as they thought they would be doing with the sub- 
marine, we might reasonably work ourselves up into 
‘a terrible stew because we are not making the prog- 
ress we ought to be making in building more ships 
to sink. 

‘‘As the thing stands, the Germans are probably 
in greater distress than we are. Their submarines 
are not sinking anything like the tonnage they prom- 
ised to sink-a few weeks ago. It is equally true that 
we don’t seem to be going about shipbuilding as it 
seemed we would a few weeks ago. However, when 
we consider that what is worrying the Germans con- 
siderably lessens the pressure upon what is worrying 
us, it seems to me that here, as in the Russian situ- 
ation, we still have it on the Germans as a matter of 
content and calm. 

There is one thing more I want to say. It pertains 
to the quarrel with Col. Goethals. It makes not the 
least difference who is right in that controversy. Col 
Goethals wins anyway. His reputation makes what- 
ever he thinks right, and it is a waste of breath for 
anyone disagreeing with him to discuss it. I am 
sorry the gentlemen who fell out with him did not 
know that. They are probably fine men. Maybe 
they were right. We can’t say. They should have 
reinforced their knowledge of engineering, which was 
perhaps complete enough for most professional pur- 
poses, with a little more undérstanding of what it 
means to have a big reputation. 

No doubt Col. Goethals has had a good laugh over 
it.

Bead bags are steadily gaining In pop- 
ularity. Those who possess some of the 
old-fashioned ones, made long ago when 
they bore designs, not onlyof flowers in 
exquisite colors, but even of houses and 
trees and people, are indeed fortunate to 
have such attractive accessories to their 
wardrobes. 

One beautiful and interesting bag, re- 
cently brought here from France, had 
the story of Robinson Crusoe worked on 
it in beads of many rich colors. On 
one side was Crusoe and his man Fri- 
day; on the other the same hero, with 
the gorgeously uniformed officers who 
rescued him. Another old French bag 
showed a house and garden done in 
beads, both sides alike. Others have 
beautiful flower designs, those in rich 
dark colors being more attractive, as a 
rule, than those in the delicate pastel 
shades. 

An interesting feature of these old 
bags is their extreme lightness and the 
delicacy and small size of the beads 
used in their making. The French some- 
times speak of them as sable,“ that is, 
worn smooth and small, as though by 
sand. The difference between thos» 
beads and the kind in general use at 
later periods, is clearly shown in places 
where the bags have been mended and 
the coarser beads used. In some of the 
old bags, larger beads were used pur- 
rosely to intensify the shadings. 

A rather unusual piece of bead work, 
soemwhat resembling an old sampler, 
is an oblong upon which is worked with 
careful detail a chateau, a series of low 
tulldings which were probably the sta- 
Lies—we would say garage today—and 
the always-to-be-found row of tall sien- 
Ger trees. In the garden, before the 
chateau, may be seen the figures of the 
master of the house, the mistress and 
the little dog. This, too, is French.

History the Bureau 


Descent of 


HERE is, perhaps, nothing more 
T interesting in antiques to study 
than the history of furniture, 
When once the knowledge is acquired 
which unlocks the seeming intricacy of 
the complex patterns, designs and forms 
in which the old furniture is found, 
the student finds the story of the so- 
cial conditions of the different nationa! 
households written as plainly upon 
those pieces as on the leaves of a book, 
and often much more accurately. 
In the decoration and form lies the 
secret, and a period is as accurately de- 
termined by the style of these two 
items, as if the date were written upon 
the article of furniture. The kind of 
wood has much to do, also, in deciding 
the age and nationality. 
Fakes can easily be detected, authori- 
ties declare, because of the old look of 
the oak chests, out of which, at first, 


they were largely made—that indescrib- 


ably “rich yellow brown.“ 

There are few duplicates of the old 
pieces, for workmen rarely made two 
alike. This was because they were not 
turned out, as things. are today, in 
quantities, but for individuals. The 
color, says the author of the series, is 
a rich mellow brown, rarely black. Oc- 
casionally old piecés are genuinely 
black, with an accumulation of oil and 
dirt, but, as a rule, black oak should 
be viewed with suspicion. 

The old chests were fastened with 
wooden pegs, and the workmanship was 
often uneven. In some of the old chests 
it was necessary to scrape away the oil 
to find the old pegs. To strengthen the 
earlier, plainer chests, iron clamps were 
used across the ends and sides, an 
strong iron locks. 

These chests were made to travel 
with, often being furnished with rings 
at the ends through which poles were 
put, and these were stretched between 
mules while on the journey. 

It is said that both the Catherines of 
historic fame, Catherine de Medici and 
Catherine of Aragen, brought their cof- 
fers with them. 

Historians distinguish between the 
chest and the coffer in this way: They 
declare that the coffer is connected most 
intimately with milady’s dowry, and was 
used almost exclusively for the purpose 
of keeping in it clothes and valuables 
belonging to the wearer; whereas, the 
chest descerds from the strong box, first 
made of iron, used for keeping treasures 
in, and carried from place to place, be- 
ing more the forerunner of the modern 
trunk. It was also used as a chair in 
nearly all households up to the reign of 
James I, being kept in the living room. 
Some authorities claim that it was even 
used as a bed. 

There is a tradition that Richard III 
had his with him before the battle of 
Bosworth Field. The story runs that, 
many years after, at the Blue Bear Ina, 
where he slept, this chest was discov- 
ered and that in the bottom was found 
gold. Many accounts appear regarding 
the hidden spaces in the sides and bot- 
toms of these old chests, where treasures 
were hidden. 

The early chests are rarely found. 
They were beautifully carved, of oak, 
and some of the fourteenth century 
specimens have scenes of tilting, ladies 
in their bowers, knights in arrnor, elab- 
orately inlaid with colored woods. 

The Italian, French and Spanish work- 
men were the most skillful. The inlay 
work is very old, for Pliny mentions it. 
Craftsmen made the chests as much 
works of art as the output of the painter 
or the sculptor. 

In the days of the Stuarts, a great 
change took place in the chests.. There 
is little carving on the oak chests of 
that period. Instead, they are decorated 
with applied ornaments, acorns, applied

With Willie's fortune, Ben also suc- 
ceeded to the title of the richest news- 
boy in St. Louis.“ Besides managing the 
Knickerbocker Apartment, he continued 
to run the news business, later trans- 
ferring ‘his interests from the La Salle 
Building to the lobby of the Guardian 
Trust Building, Broadway and Locust, 
which he owned at his death. 

The Greenburg brothers won seve- 
ral valuable prizes, including one of 
$5000 in cash, in nation-wide contests 
for making the largest sales of 
periodicals. 

Shortly after Willie's death, Ben 
married Sophia F. Golland, adopted 
daughter of his sister, Mrs. Bertha 
Gilland. She was a post-graduate of 
the Beethoven Conservatory of Music. 
Their children are William and Leslie 
Greenburg. Ben Greenburg was 33 
years old.
